1954 THE PARIS PRIZE 


The stipend of $5,000 to be used in study and travel over a period of 18 months, approximately one 
year in Europe and six months in the United States. 


ELIGIBILITY 


Any citizen of the United States of America, who is unmarried and under 30 years of age as of July 
1, 1954, is eligible to compete, provided he has obtained or is scheduled to obtain his degree in Archi- 
tecture by June 1954, or who has had the equivalent in education and practical experience com- 
bined, and can submit evidence to this effect acceptable to the Committee. A working knowledge of 
foreign languages, although not a requisite, will be found helpful. 


THE COMPETITION 


The competition consists of one problem executed in four consecutive weeks during the period March 


1 through 29, 1954. 


The program will be written with the intent to ascertain the competitors’ general architectural under- 
standing and capacity to solve problems relating to group planning, single structures, and interior 


spaces. 


Although criticism may be received during the development of the problem, the competitor must cer- 
tify that he is the author of the design and that all work and delineation of the final presentation is 
his own. 


Entries shall be submitted on not more than three sheets of paper or illustration board approximately 
31” x 40” unless otherwise specified in the program. The medium of presentation is optional. Only 
one solution may be entered by any one competitor. 


All entries or parts thereof shall be clearly and legibly identified in the lower right-hand corner as 
follows: 

a) Title of Competition; 

b) Name of entrant; 

c) School, atelier, supervisor, or his own address; 

d) Date of completion. 


Entries must be sent prepaid on or before March 30th to the Lloyd Warren Scholarship, 
Beaux-Arts Institute of Design, 115 East 40th Street, New York 16, N. Y. 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING COMPETITION 


1. Each qualified participant shall apply for a program 30 days in advance of the date fixed for the 


exercise. 


2. Application shall be made by letter and shall contain his name and address, and the name and 
address of his supervisor or head of school through whom arrangements for delivery of program can 


be made. 


3. The application shall be accompanied by an affidavit as to his age, citizenship, marital status and 


elegibility. 


4. The following personal data will be required of each participant and must be in the hands of the 
Committee immediately following the submission of entry. This information is for the records and press 
releases only, and will at no time be opened until the prize winner is chosen and not before the se- 


lection of the winner has been announced. 


a) Legal evidence supporting his eligibility, such as a copy of birth certificate or naturalization 


papers, etc. 


b) An official transcript of his academic record at graduate, undergraduate or secondary 


school level. 


c) A short informal biography giving date and place of birth, architectural experience, honors 
received, etc., knowledge of foreign languages, travels, and other items of interest. 


d) A single page outlining special interests or plan for study that the participant would like 
to follow if successful in obtaining scholarship. 


5. If for any reason neither the winner nor alternate is able to accept the scholarship, it shall lapse. 
6. All incidental expenses of the competition will be borne by the competitors. 


7. The Committee on Scholarships reserves the right to select and retain any entries for publication 
and exhibition, but assumes no responsibility: for damage or loss of entries so held. 


8. All entries will be judged anonymously. All identifying information will not be uncovered until the 
selection of the winning problem has been made. The basis of judgment is solely on merit and the 
competitor’s submission and his ability to present through his solution, his capabilities and poten- 
tialities. 


THE AWARD 


The announcement of one Lloyd Warren Scholar and one alternate will be made about April 15, 1954. 
There are no other awards. 


THE SCHOLARSHIP 


The program for the competition for the 1954 Lloyd Warren Scholarship will contain the following 
agreement to which each competitor will subscribe on accepting the program: _ 


This program constitutes an agreement to the following terms between the Beaux-Arts Institute of 
Design on the one hand, and each participant including the successful competitor and alternate on 
the other to which each person submitting a design gives assent by such submission: 


1; 


The purpose of the scholarship is for architectural study and travel simultaneously con- 
ducted over a period of 18 consecutive months. Conditions permitting, the Scholar will be 
required to spend approximately one year in European countries, and/or North Africa 
and the Near East, and the remainder of his time in a survey of important architectural 
and engineering projects in the United States and/or Central and South America, out- 
side of the formal curriculum of any architectural school. 


The scholarship funds are to be used solely by the scholar for the pursuit of his own 
studies and travels. Payments are to be made in installments, based on a detailed schedule 
of study and travel mutually agreed upon by the scholar and the Committee on Scholarships. 


The successful contestant will meet with the Committee on Scholarships within ten days 
after his notification, or as near that time as possible, to discuss his itinerary and a specific 
interest or objective for study, and will be required to start the scholarship preferably by 
July 15th and in no case later than four months after the announcement of the award. 


. The Scholar, during his sojourn in Paris, will be required to join an atelier and execute at 


least one problem in the first class of the Ecole des Beaux-Arts. Necessary arrangements 
for admission will be made with the French Government. 


. At monthly intervals during the tenure of the scholarship, the Scholar will be required to 


submit written reports of his studies and progress. 


At the completion of the scholarship the Scholar will be required to present a report re- 
flecting the results of his study during the full tenure of the scholarship. The manner of 
presenting this report to the Committee is left to the discretion of the Scholar, but must 
take some form that will lend itself to public exhibition. Architectural and technical notes 
and sketches, water colors and photographs may supplement the presentation. 


Any Scholar failing at any time to comply with the terms outlined herein and as agreed 
upon with the Committee, will forfeit the balance of the payments due him. 


Any Scholar failing to present the final summary report will forfeit his status of a Lloyd 
Warren Scholar.

RICHARD M. BENNETT received B.S. from Harvard University 1926; M.A., 1931; 
Appleton Traveling Fellowship for foreign study, 1931-1933; Member American 
Institute of Architects; former head of Bureau of Design and Styling at Montgomery 
Ward; taught architectural design at Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, Vassar, Co- 
lumbia, Pratt Institute, and Yale; former Professor of Design and Chairman of the 
Department of Architecture, Yale University; won Wheaton College Competition 
with Caleb Hornbostel; now a member of the firm of Loebl, Schlossman & Bennett 
of Chicago; work includes the town of Park Forest, apartments, schools and hospitals. 


A community built around a war factory has grown 
with the conversion of the original plant into a home 
appliance factory and the addition of a number of other 
home utility manufacturers attracted to the area. The 
area needed for expansion will be opened up when a new 
highway and bridge join this industrial community with 
an older town once famous for its lumbering industry 
and now well known for its tradition of fine furniture 
craftsmanship. 

The prospect of two towns growing so that they merge 
physically Be attempting to maintain social and eco- 
nomic competition is never pleasing; it may be especially 
bad, as in this case, since the newer community resents 
the tendency of the old town to be overproud of its 
history and tradition. There are other factors which indi- 
cate that neither area will dominate the other. It appears 
that the wise course would be to establish an entirely 
new center which can serve as a stimulating nucleus for 
a unified, progressive town. 


An independent group of citizens from both areas has 
succeeded in awakening an awareness of the problem to 
the point that a joint Planning Committee has been 
financed and this Committee has in turn organized a 
number of other working committees to gather facts and 
work out a program of action. The proposed name of the 
new combined area will be ''New Enterprise.” 


The key group is the "New Enterprize Center'’ Commit- 
tee, whose members, working under the leadership of a 
consultant architect-planner, represent the original group 
of independent citizens, merchant groups from both com- 
munities, the high school board, bankers, lawyers, doctors 
and manufacturers. It is recognized that the acceptance 
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of an over-all town plan and the voting of enabling 
legislation should be sought only after the forces most 
powertul in the area are shown the physical objective of 
the proposed scheme. To augment and objectify the 
drawings and literature to be proposed by the Planning 
Group, drawings for the ''New Enterprise Center" are 
to be made, showing a solution to the program. 


THE SITE. The planners have set aside an area as 
shown on the accompanying map, which lies to the south 
and across the river from Enterprise, with the lake as a 
west boundary, and east of Newton, the new industrial 
community. It is mostly farm land with some inexpensive 
summer homes along the shore. The existing road is a 
gravel one, and not important to preserve. The small 
terry will be replaced by the new high level bridge, which 
will allow the scenic highway to parallel the shore of the 
lake on its way south. The bridge location is mandatory, 
but the highway south can cross the site in a manner most 
convenient to site development. It should have a right of 
way of 100 feet. A main road coming from the east and 
Newton, which has an eighty foot right of way, must join 
the north-south highway. This intersection is to be deter- 
mined by the designer. (Note: It is not desirable to have 
a clover leaf interchange in the center of a Center.) The 
sandy soil provides uniformly good building sites; utilities 
can - located to suit the scheme, and since there is no 
existing building code, reasonable fire and other safety 
factors should rule. The climate is temperate. In summer, 
a lake-cooled southwest wind prevails, but in the winter 
and fall, northwest blows can be nasty. Beyond the area 
taken by the Centers' designers, a green belt will form 
a barrier composed of a permanent series of outdoor 
recreational facilities for community and high school use. 
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In organizing the site plan for this Center attention 
should be given to traffic routes for automobiles, trucks 
and pedestrians so that separate and distinct safe routes 
are provided for all three types of traffic. At least four 
service stations should be placed in appropriate locations. 


A. The joint committee of the school boards recom- 
mends that the two existing high schools in the two 
towns become junior high schools and the ‘'center’’ 
plan would then provide for a new central high school 
only, as follows for 2200 students: 


|. Cafeteria, 12,000 sq. ft. 
2. Boys and girls Gymnasium, 30,000 sq. ft. 
3. Two story class rooms and academic 
buildings, 9,000 sq. ft. 
Industrial and Fine Arts, 35,000 sq. ft. 
Auditorium to seat 1500, 12,000 sq. ft. 


Garage for ten buses 
Playing fields, exhibition football field, parking and 
area for expansion—60 to 70 acres.

The auditorium and gyms should certainly be located 
so as to serve community functions. 


Parking areas should be planned for interchangeable 
use as for example between high school night use and 
shopping day use. 


B. The shopping center will comprise: 


|. One department store, 60,000 sq. ft. 
2. One department store, 40,000 sa. ft. 
3. Two supermarkets, 12 and 15,000 sq. ft. 
4, Professional office building for 

doctors and dentists, 12,000 sq. ft. 
5. Stores of 40 foot depth, total area 8,000 sq. ft. 
6. Stores of 60 foot depth, total area 12,000 sq. ft. 
7. Stores of 80 foot depth, total area 15,000 sq. ft. 
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8. Stores of 100 foot depth, total area 10,000 sq. ft. 
9. Location for a 1200 seat motion picture house. 
10. Five shops of 200 sq. ft. 

11. Space for 2,000 cars. 


C. The Town Hall. Municipal consultants have suggested 


a town hall should have the following facilities: 

|. Fire station for three pieces of equipment, space 
about 50 x 90 feet. 

2. Town administration offices about 8,000 sq. ft., to 
include city manager's office, tax and municipa 
utilities offices, city engineer, public health, etc. 
At least part of this area ee on the ground 
floor. 

3. Central Police Department, 4,000 sq. ft. plus a 
garage for eight police vehicles. At least half this 
area can be on the ground floor. Two court rooms 
with jury room, judges’ chambers, etc. 


D. New Motel, convenient to the museum and shopping 


center, of 40 units with a restaurant and office. 


E. The Museum of Living Development. The home fur- 


nishings and home appliance manufacturers are inter- 
ested in providing funds for this institution for the 
following reasons: that it will improve the morale and 
pride of the people of the whole town, who work in 
the factories, and who depend on the success of its 
phere that the buyers for wholesale and retail out- 
ets will be invited here for educational and promo- 


tional purposes since the town is not far from the city - 


where the great semi-annual home furnishings markets 
are held: that the museum can become an objective 
for hundreds of thousands of summer tourists since the 
new highway will lead to an important part of Amer- 
ica's summer vacationland. 
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The museum will consist of four divisions: 


Permanent rooms of historical development. There 
will be exhibits of from one to three rooms illus- 
trating fourteen stages of the development of 
American home furnishings, tentatively established 
as of 1650, 1700, 1750, 1800, 1820, 1840, 1860, 
1880, 1900, 1910, 1920, 1930, 1940 and 1950. It 


‘is planned that every five years an addition shall 


be made to the group, so the area devoted to this 
purpose must be planned for expansion. The initial 
stage will measure 10,000 sq. ft. 

Development of Science and Crafts. This part of 
the show can be explained best as being aimed at 
the small boy. It will show methods of shaping and 
fastening wood and metal; it will demonstrate the 
scientific and mechanical laws and discoveries that 
underlie appliances—what makes motors go; insu- 
lates ice ees dries clothes and dishes; warms, 
cools and even burns food. This area should be 
2,000 sq. ft. 

American Living Now. This section of the museum 
is Centered on the products being made now in 
New Enterprise and will comprise spaces of indi- 
vidual displays or group displays of furniture and 
appliances. These will vary annually so the space 
must be capable of maximum flexibility. 15,000 sq. 
ft. should be allowed for this section. 

Decorative Arts Gallery. This room will be devoted 
to paintings, drawings, prints, sculpture, ceramics, 
silverware and other contemporary decorative arts. 
It can be used for various travelling exhibitions of 
related fields which should prove of interest to the 
whole town. This section can be 1,200 sa. ft. 


Main Entrance Hall and Focal Exhibit. On entering 


museum, the committee believes the visitor should

be made to feel the dignity and the serious pur- 
pose of the museum. Any sense or aggressive com- 
mercialism must be eliminated. He should see the 
focal exhibit as soon as possible. This should be a 
permanent exhibit, accenting the district's con- 
tribution to American living. A large information 
counter should be a part of this hall. From the 
hall, one should be able to go on directly to the 
four sections of the museum.

HISTORICAL DATA 


The Paris Prize Competitions were inaugurated in 1904 by the Society of Beaux-Arts Architects to 
permit the selection of a student to pursue his architectural studies in the first class of the Ecole 
Nationale des Beaux-Arts in accordance with the Decree of the Minister of Public Instruction and Fine 
Arts of Paris, France. Members of the Society of Beaux-Arts Architects gave the first purse for the 
maintenance of this Paris Prize Scholar during the prescribed period of study abroad. In 1926 the 
Paris Prize was completely endowed in memory of its esteemed founder, Mr. Lloyd Warren. In 1942 
the Society of Beaux-Arts Architects was dissolved and subsequently the Paris Prize Scholarship has — 
been administered under the trusteeship of the Beaux-Arts Institute of Design. 
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
